Washington, Morch 21— I'rcBldcni 
Wilson today met the coiiHtiinily lii- 
oreasing probability of war with Qcr- 
manjr by sumnumini Congress to as- 
semble In extraordlnacy ssssion, Mon- 
day, April 2, two weeks earlier than 
the (Into hn had choHL'n before the j 
latest assault upon American rights 
on the seas. When the President ad- 
dresses Congress, he is expected to 
show how a' state of war actnally ex- 
isted for some time because of the.un- 
lawful aggression of German subma- 
rines. 

Congress Is exi)ccted furiimlly to de- 
clare a state of war cxistinK, vote a 
large snm, probably halt a billion dol- 
lars, for natloaal defense, and olothe 
the President with authority to use 
the armed forces of the United States 
as it empowered President McKlnlpy 
to deal with the menace nf Spain in 
1898. 

Such aotion would not be a declara- 
tion of war, exoept In a technical 
sense, and whether th» United States 
and Germany actually go to war In 

the fullest arcr'ptnllon of the term Will 
depend on what tlie imperial govern- 
ment does before Congress is assem- 
bled or after it acts. 

Omlaoas Aspert 
Dispatches from abroad tonight de- 
claring that the German Kovernment 
expected a state of war within the ] 
next forty-eight hours placed an 
ominous aspect on the situation. 

Much to charge the President's 
present tntentions fOr the course of 
the goremment In the crisis may de- 
velop before April 2. The flrst Ameri- 
can armed ship will by that time have 
reached the war zone. The ruthless 
destruction of one of them, unques- 
tionably would be an act of war. 

On the other hand, sinking of a sub- 
marine by one of the armed merchant- 
men probably would be met as an act 
o( war by Germany. Even the arming 
of American ships, with the avowed 
purpose of defending them against 
U-boats may be declared such an act. 

In any ot these events, praetleally 
nothing would remain except for Oon- 
Rress to acknowledge a state of war 
existluK from a certain speolfled date 
—probably last Sunday, when three 
American ships were sunk with loss of 
life.

^neets, will be days of tenso anxiety 
o( eager waiting and wntching rrnught 
with possilillitlcs of tremendous con- 
Hequence to the United States. 
Nil War DeelaratloB 
President Wilson and his advisers 
In the cabinet and in Congress have 
no intention that war shall be declared 
by the I'lilted States. By the hostile 
iiots of German submarines they be- 
lieve the imperial German govern- 
ment la actually making war on tiie 
United SUtes, and that It shall be 
recognised as such a state. To mtet 
such a condition the armed forces of 
the country and nil tho national re- 
sources are to be. put In a state of 
readiness. Then, whether the nation 
shall enter the war In Its fullest sense 
will depend upon how much farther 
Germany eahies ben^ts of aggres*. 
slon. '

Although American farmers are now getting record prices for tlieir 
products, due to war eonditiona, importatioii of agriotdttiral eommodi 

tiei are so large as to eause concern for the farmer's market if the 
p(«8ent tariff law shall be in force when the war comes to an end. 

Foodstuffs are pouring into the United States at the rate of over 
$50,000,000 ft month, according to figures just made public by the 
Department of Commerce, tlje total tor January being $51,000,000, 
and for the first seven months of the fiscal year 1917, ended Jan 
uary, the total was $331,000,000, or nearly $90,000,000 greater than 
for the similar period ended January, 1913, when the products oi 
American soil were protected by an American tariff law. Novem- 
ber, 1916, was the banner month for imports of this character, when 
$56,000,000 worth entered. 

When it is recalled that the average rate of duty on all importa 
tions for the seven months period— $1,348,000,000— was under nine 
per cent, the larger part of which was collected from manufaoturec 
articles, wbicli comprised 35 per cent of the importation, the loss o 
revenue because of the enlarging of the free list on food products; 
coinprising 25 per eont of the importation, will be appreciated. 

It should be borno in mind, also, that the food-producing coun 
tries of the world nre straining every enei gy to feed the 18,000,000 
non-producers in the European war a task wliieh is accompanied by 
colossal waste tlirough tlie opcralioii of siilimarine warfare, destruc 
ti{Onpf vast quantities of stores, etc, nil of wliieli lias to he made up 
The dairy producis of Holland, Denmark, Italy, Canada, tiie meat 
and. fish productit of Norway, !S wi den, Canada, the grains of Soutli 
America, the rice of the Orient, are all being diverted in large meas 
ure to tile Huropean lielliKereiits, while tlie belligerents thmselve 
have declared embargoes on tlieir own food products. And still our 
foreign competitors in these products are able to chalk up a ;J7 per 
cent increase in tlieir sales to us. Does not that suggest tlie possibili 
ties of competition for (ho American farmer when peace in Europe 
is restored f Should we still bp handicapped with the Democratic 
tarilT law, these food-prodiieins eoiintries will turn ft larger share of 
their attention to the free-trade market of the greatest per capita 
food-consuming nation in the world.

SmL THE POLITICAL POSTMASTEI^S 

It is hard to- eradicate the idea that postoflfice appointments are 
political patronage and nothing else. Only a few days ago the great- 
est and most profitable oflice in the country was taken from the hands 
of an expert, who has given a lifetime of service to the Postal Depart- 
ment, and an estimable gentleman of average attainments, no post- 
office experience and a colorless record in public life was appointed 
to be its head because he happened to belong to the party in power. 
Now the conferrees representing Senate and House have agreed to 
drop from the postal n])])i'opriations bill the amendment, proposed 
by Senator Poindexter and adopted by the Senate, putting all first 
and second class postmasters into the civil service. 

For this Mr. Moon, chairman of the House Committee on Post Of- 
fices, is primarily responsihle. He frankly admitted, in fighting the 
amendment in the House, that he thought eivil service regulations 
a delusion and a snare as aj>])iii'(| to tlie postal service. Most of all, 
he.was opposed to the idea that n i)ostmaster, havinf^ in.iile good and 
gained experience in a small station, might he advanced lu take 
charge of a larger and more important oflice because he iiad proved 
Jiis qualifications to run it lo the satisfaction of the public. Ho wasT 
against "earpet-baftKer poslniiistcrs.'" 

Whatever satisfaction -Mr. .Moon and the rest of the politicians can 
obtain from this victory, they are entitled to. They have perpetuated 
the spoils system instead of helpiiif; to install a merit system. Sooner 
or later the change will have to he made, because that is the only sen 
.Mble taH deoent wiy to handle this phase of natiinial business. It is 
generally to be regretted that patronage-grabber ideas have delayed 
the day of its going into effect.— N. Y. Tribune.

TO ACT 



New York, March 20— With a warn- 
ing that the United States is unpre- 
pared for war with any flrst-clasB 
power, a committee of the Union 
League Club, headed by Robert Ba- 
■^on, former Ambassador to France, 
Mild Inelmling in its membership many 
ii'rii of prominence, presented at a 
B|ieeial meeting tonight a report call- 
ing upon the country to get ready for 
action. Charles B. Hogbes presided. 

"If we go to war with Germany," 
said the report, "our only real pro- 
•i < tion will be the ships of the French 
and BrltlBh navies and our own navy, 
•vliich is undermanned. 

"We have no coast defenses which 
could prevent the landing ot troops 
on our shores. We have no defense 
which would prevent the complete 
and immediate capture of ottT coast 
cities and ammunition factories In the 
coast states of New Jersey and Con- 
necticut, as well as every one of our 
navy yards. The facilities with which 
a hostile power would land troops on 
our shores have been repeated and 
authoritatively stated.

"Our regnbkr organUitlons hwk 
many things which are vitally essen« 
tial In modem warfare. We lack ma- 
chine guns of all types. We lack 
grenades and bombs. Wc are without 
trench mortars of the typo in use in 
Europe.

We are 
without any ot the modem types ot 
heavy mobile artillery, sttdi as Is In 
general use In Europe. 

"We arc short of reserve field riflea 
and all field artillery.

ty on the road from Mount Stirling 
to Winelu'ster. 

Tliu ^omb episode followed anony- 
mous threats that the bridge would be 
destroyed unless the company own- 
ing the bridge, which asked toll for all 
passage, discontinued refusing pas- 
sage .without paying duty. It is 
thought that a band of terroriiers 
blasted the brfdge. 

On the bridge wos found a paper, 
around the corners of which was a 
black border made In pencil, purposed 
to look like a funeral notice, and type- 
written in the center of the paper 
was the statement, "Warning No. 1."
